PRIDE ‘80 UPDATE 


Our June meeting was devoted mainly to plans for the Oct- 
ober state Lesbian/Gay conference. The PRIDE ‘’80 account 
presently has $350 in it (mostly from the March Pat Bond con- 
certs), but we have a long way to go to meet our budget needs. 
We have budgeted expenses of $5000 (about what Pride ‘79 
cost), and we will need to generate income to match, The reg- 
istration fee will be $18, which includes all workshops, events 
and the Saturday Banquet. For those who want to attend only 
the workshops, but not the banquet, the fee will be $10. The 
fee for just the banquet will also be $10. 

From past experience, we expect at least 200 paid confer- 
ence participants, which will mean $3600 in registration fees. 
Combining that with our present account, we will still need to 
raise $1050 to meet total expenses. That ammount will have 
to come from program sponsorships and booth registration 
fees, and income from these two sources will have to double 
from last year. 

Several other matters were decided at the last meeting. We 
have re-adopted the media rules from last year, which will 
assure anonymity for all conference participants and the free 
flow of discussion. It was also voted that this year we will not 
allow non-Lesbian/Gay media access to the conference. Two 
of the Keynoters have been selected. They will be Rita Addessa, 
Executive Director of the Philadelphia Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force, and Phil Parr, Director of the Pittsburgh Free Clinic. 
A third speaker has yet to be chosen. 

We agreed on topics for the General Workshop Series, for 
Saturday, and they are: Coming Out, Living in the Closet, 
Married Lesbians and Gays, Newsletters and Printed Communi- 
cations, Demonstration Tactics, and an Alcoholics Anonymous 
Meeting. As an added feature this year, we hope to have a 
MINI FILM FESTIVAL running all day Saturday. These will 
be films by and about various aspects of life in the Lesbian/ 
Gay communities.

Betty’s committments to NOW, 
her personal life and career have brought her to the reluctant 
decision to step down. Her invaluable talents as an officer will 
not be totally lost, as Betty will remain active in Network pro- 
jects and PRIDE ‘80.
